In St. Louis county, where | 
voting machines will be used 
for the first time on a county- | 
wide basis, a turnout of 75,000 
was predicted by Democratic 
and Republican leaders. The| 
estimated county registration is 


232,000, a record high, reflect- | 


ing the heavy population 
growth in the suburban areas. 

The city’s 787. precinct poll- 
ing places will be open from 6 
a.m. to 7p.m. All St. Louis 
county polls will be open from 
6am. to 8:05p.m., except in 
University City, where the vot- 
ing will end at 7 p.m. 

City, county and state offices 
will be closed Tuesday for the 
election. State courts will not 
be in session, but a circuit judge 
will be sitting at the Civil 
Courts Building in the city, and 
one at the county courthouse 
at Clayton, to hear the com- 
plaint of any person whose 
right to vote has been chal- 
lenged. Taverns are required 
by law to remain closed on 
election days until one half-hour 
after the polls close. 

Federal offices will be open, 
but employes will be permitted 
time off to vote. One United 
States district eourt will be in 
session, Banks will be closed, 
but downtown department stores 
and specialty shops will be open 
and maintain usual business 
hours. 

Some Close Contests. 

General voter Interest in the 
primary contests has been lag- 
ging, as most candidates for 
nominations to major  state- 
wide offices are either unop- 
posed or have built up com- 
manding leads. There are, how- 
ever, a number of close con- 
tests in the city and county, but 
the interest they have created 
is largely confined to regular 
party voters. 

On .the Democratic side, 
United States Senator Thomas 
C. Hennings Jr. of St. Louis is 
unopposed for renomination, al- 
though the name of Tom J. 
Gavin of Kansas City will ap- 
pear on the ballots here, and 
in most other places in the 
state, as an opponent of Hen- 
nings. Gavin dropped out of 
the senatorial race too late to 
have his name removed from 
the ballot. 

Lt. Gov. James T. Blair Jr. 
of Jefferson City is regarded 
as a certain winner over two 
opponents for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor. Blair 
has the support of virtually all 
party organizations and factions 
in the state. 

In the only other contested 
races for Democratic nomina- 
tions for state offices, State 
Senator Edward V. Long of 
Clarksville has a big edge over 
five opponents in the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor contest, and Attor- 
ney General John M. Dalton of

Chicago. 

Denies Joining Firm. 

John Allen, a certified public | 
accountant living at 3541 Giles | 
avenue, St. Louis, today denied 
he ever held a 25 per cent in- | 
terest in Cam-Records, a firm | 
which was organized to micro-| 
film records in Hodge’s office. 

The Post-Dispatch yesterday 
quoted Clarence Reuter, head 
of Cam-Records, as saying 25 
per cent of the stock was held 
in Allen’s name. He admitted, 
however, that Allen was a 
“ghost” member of the firm. 

Allen said he formerly worked 
for Bert H. Allison, head of an 
East St. Louis accounting firm, 
who shared office space with 
F. M. Mersinger, account-part- 
ner of Epping, in 1949. Mer- 
singer’s company has been do- 
ing the bulk of the Illinois state 
auditing under Hodge. Allen 
said he had not been in Spring- 
field since November 1951.

Saw Wreck From Porthole. 


Dwight had looked out the 
porthole and saw exactly what 
happened—so we knew we were 
in trouble although the alarm 
bell didn’t ring. Dwight very 
deliberately got dressed (even 
hunting a clean T-shirt out of 
his suitcase). 

I got our coats out, put Su- 
san’s slippers on her, stuck a 
pair of her high socks in one 
pocket and an orange in the 
other. We put our life pre 
servers on and were ready to 
go, when Dwight had to stop 
for the camera. 

Susan had grabbed up her 
doll suitcase, coloring crayons 
and book, and all four dolls, 
and the elephant. But I insisted 
on only one little doll, which 
she strapped inside her life 
preserver. (The whole time her 
chief wofry was whether or not 
the water would hurt her doll.) 
We made our way up to the 
veranda sun deck which I knew 
was our assigned lifeboat sta- 
tion—and then just stood with 
crowds of other passengers, be- 
wildered and frightened. 
Pretty soon the  captain’s 
voice (Capt. Gunnar Nordenson, 
master of the Stockholm), crisp 
and clear, came over the 
speaker that we had had a col- 
lision but that everything was 
under control. I must say, these 
Scandinavians are calm in times

She had on a night- 
gown, maroon robe and slip- 
pers, a large yellow sash of 
some sort (silk) around her wool 
robe, gray hair stringing down 
in two partial braids, and a 
black felt hat perched on her 
head.

About 3:00 a.m. one big Dane 
went around pouring manhat- 
tans which he had made in his 
cabin.

Stassen immediately interpreted the 
President’s word as an official green light 
to go ahead with his Herter campaign. He 
has been active in Republican politics 
since becoming of voting age and got his 
first experience in national politics when 
he was the successful floor manager for 
Wendell Willkie at the 1940 Republican 
convention when he was only 33 years 
old. He was a passive candidate for the 
presidential nomination in 1944, while he 
was still in the Navy, and an active candi- 
date in 1948 and 1952. 


This year the odds are heavily against 
him, which he readily admits. He is 
bucking National Chairman Leonard W. 
Hall, one of the smartest professional 
operators the Republicans have ever 
had in that office; Vice President Nixon, 
a notable politician in his own right;

Stassen’s explanation for his timing is 
that the Panama conference was practi- 
cally over when he made his announce- 
ment and that he had to make it on Mon- 
day afternoon because Herter had been 
given until noon Tuesday to decide 
whether he would put Nixon’s name in 
nomination. 

In his previous campaigns, Stassen has 
been extremely shrewd and coldly cal- 
culating in his timing and in his backers. 
This foresight has not been evident in 
the present episode. Chairman Hall was 
able to regain the headlines quickly with 
his announcement that Herter would make 
the principal nominating speech for Nixon, 
a promise Herter officially confirmed the 
next day. Herter left himself available 
for the nomination “if President Eisen- 
hower wants me” but this week he an- 
nounced he would not consent to have 
his name put in nomination. He added 
that of course, he could not prevent his 
name frem going before the convention 
if some delegate wanted to make a nom- 
inating speech. 

Stassen has definitely announced that 
Herter’s name will go before the conven- 
tion but has refused to reveal at this time 
the present arrangements, if any. He is 
not a delegate but says he has support 
for his move among Missouri and Minne- 
sota delegations. From Missouri, he has 
received $1000 each from Elroy W. Brom- 
wich, newly elected Republican National 
Committeeman, who will be chairman of 
the state delegation, and Carl Stifel, a 
previous backer, who will also be a dele- 
gate. 

In addition to his delay in getting 
started against Nixon and the fact that 
he is fighting well-organized and well- 
financed Republican national headquarters 
and congressional campaign teams, Stas- 
sen has several] other strikes against him. 

As a newsworthy figure, he has ap- 
peared on two nation-wide television pro- 
grams and spoken to a capacity crowd at

_ ‘Overdue Changes in United States Foreign Policy’

HE image of a Stalinist Russia poised 
T and yearning to attack the West, and 

deterred only by our possession of 
atomic weapons, was largely a creation of 
the Western imagination, against which 
some of us who were familiar with Rus- 
sian matters tried in vain, over the course 
of years, to make our voices heard. 

In this respect the change that has 
recently come about has been more 
a-change in the American interpre- 
tation of external reality than in that 
reality itself. 

I do not mean to say that there have 
been no significant differences between 
the outlooks of Stalin and his successors 
in their bearing on the prospects for war 
or peace. Stalin, though not desirous of 
having another world war, was, probably 


‘more skeptical than some of his succes- 


sors of the possibility of avoiding one. 
Like all truly evil people, he rationalized 
his own hatred of humanity by cherishing 
the belief that the rest of mankind were 
no better than himself. His behavior was 
affected, furthermore, by his extreme— 
and even pathol usy and con- 


“cern for the security of ‘his own power. 


Are Stalin's successors any better? 
Let us remember, first of all, that 
Stalin’s Russia was not the original Soviet 
= Non His Communism was not Lenin’s 
despite the superificial sim- 
fiastty" of much of the ideology. I have 
no wish to appear as an apologist for 
Lenin, whom I consider to have been 
grievously wrong in his ideological con- 
Victions and misguided in the methods by 
which he put them into 


a 


Secondly, let us remember that there 
were probably no men in the world who 
received a more bitter instruction in the 
horrors and errors of Stalinism than some 
of those who were closest to him. They 
lived not only in terror of their own lives, 
they lived also in the constant fear that 
he, with his excessive violence and cruelty, 
would eventually wreck the Soviet regime 
and the world Communist movement it- 
self. 

This being the case, it was only 
natural that these men, once Stalin 
was dead and the responsibility theirs, 
would try to change his course and to 
return to something more closely re- 
sembling what they pictured Lenin’s 
ideals to be. And that, indeed, they 
seem to have done. 

It is quite true that there has theoreti- 
cally been no change of objective. But 
there has been a very significant change 
of method. And this change of method, 
let us note, is one which on our standards 
we can only approve. 


There is far less terror, internally. 
There is a really far-reaching relaxation 
of the restrictions on cultural activity 
within Russia. There is much greater lib- 
erality with respect to cultural relations 
with the outside world. There is a much 
more liberal attitude toward the satellites. 
There is a greater maturity, confidence, 
and courtesy in the approach to relation- 
ships between governments, on the diplo- 
matic level. We are witnessing, in other 
words, the evolution of the Soviet struc- 


less exploitation of the colonial issue; 
with a similar exploitation of the color 
problem; and, last but not least, with the 
rapid and effective development of the 
Soviet military-industrial potential. 

We must ask ourselves whether 
there is a single one of these issues 
in which we have not led with our 
chins. Is it not we who have rendered 
ourselves vulnerable to the peace 
campaign by the over-militarization 
of our entire approach to world prob- 
lems in these recent years—by our 
obdurate preoccupation with a war 
that might er might not come—by a 
concentration on this possible war so 
exclusive that it was bound to leave 
us empty-handed and devoid of sug- 
gestion if, in fact, war did not come? 
Is it not we who have estranged the 

neutral world with our self-centeredness, 
with our lack of understanding for the 
vefy principle of neutrality, with our de- 
mand that everyone stand up and be 
counted either on our side or on the side 
of our adversaries; with our ill-advised 
efforts to corral all sorts of countries 
into military pacts—of which the implica- 
tions were bound to be widely unwelcome 
to their peoples and the necessity obscure? 


Is it not we who have set up the So- 
viet leaders in their slogan of trade not 
ald—by exaggerated efforts to stifle East- 
West trade—and by our unbending at- 
tachment to all these vestigial remnants 
of protectionism that do so much psycho- 
logical damage and so little practical 
good—by our ‘tariffs and subsidies, our 
“Buy American” acts? 
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Again, the Russians exploit the colonial

strong and alert. Being strong, let us— 
for goodness’ sake—not talk so much 
about it. Let.us stop being paralyzed, like 
a bird before a snake, by the sight of a 
power that rejects our philosophy and 
denies our values. Let us recover our 
composure and turn resolutely, and with 
confidence, to the doing of those things— 
both within our country and with rela- 
tion to the outside world—that we ought 
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League. 

Economic sanctions and blockage might 
be tried to force Egypt to give in. There 
are 68 nations using the canal and it 
might be difficult to convince all of them 
that they were not being hurt more than 
Egypt. Or the problem might be taken to 
the United Nations with a request for an 
international trusteeship. But this would 
probably founder on Soviet objections or 
veto. 


It has been reported that the United 
States pushed Great Britain out of the 
canal zone. This is in error. The British 
proposed they withdraw as a part of their 
policy of cutting down their overseas mili- 
tary commitments. The United States 
agreed. 


At that time neither the Joint Chiefs 
nor the National Security Council had a 
position on the subject. The British as- 
sumed that they could reoccupy the canal 
zone without difficulty. But Egypt now 
has acquired substantial armaments, has 
developed an intransigent nationalism 
and has wide support in the Arab world, 


In the meantime the British and 
French are making extensive prepara- 
tions to use force if the London con- 
ference fails. Great Britain has sent 
three Canberra jet light bomber squad- 
rons from England to Malta. Twenty- 
five thousand reservists have been called 
up. The British Third Infantry divi- 
sion is being sent to the Middle East. 
Three aircraft carriers will sail for the 
.Mediterranean in three or four days. 
Other naval vessels are standing by and 
‘ships of the reserve fleet are being 
taken out of moth balls. 

Britain already has very substantial 
forces scattered through the Middle East. 
The Tenth Armored division is in Libya, 
There is the equivalent of two divisions 
in the Cyprus garrison. There is an ar- 
mored regiment with Centurian tanks at 
Aqaba in Jordan, across the Sinai penin- 
sula from the canal. 

France is making vigorous naval prep- 
arations. Both the French and British 
governments have declared in the most 
positive terms and with the compiete 
backing of all parties except the Com- 
munists that they will not permit the 
Arab dictator’s coup to stand. Simulta- 
neous preparations are being made for a 
conference to settle the issue peacefully 
and for resort to force if the conference 
fails.

When lifeboat drills are held, 
1 li lly oO! one durin: a fou! or 
five-day crossing, passengers treat It 
as an unpleasant annoyance which 
takes them away from the bar or 
swimming pool, or consider it a 
moment of fun disregarding the 
serious reasons for this exercise

Landsmen are always intrigued by 
stories of the traditions of the sea 
and the men who go down to the 
sea in ships. These traditions were 
at their greatest glory a hundred 
vears or so ago, in the days of 
“wooden ships and iron men,” and 
we still want to cling to them 

In the davs of sail, 90 per cent of 
the crew of anv ship were in the 
deck department rhe were men 
who bent their will to the sea, men 
who intimately knew its beauty and 
danger. men who respected the 
might and majesty of the sea and 


reacted to it acc ' 

Today over two thirds of the crew 
of a modern liner are non-operating 
personnel engaged as waiters, wait- 
resses. cooks, bakers, barbers, bar- 
men, room stewards, deck stewards, 
kennel tenders, social directors, 
beauty operators, and so on. In this 
respect a modern luxury liner is 
very much like a resort hotel and 
more times than not these people 
are not seamen. 

During the years immediately fol- 
lowing the war one could find these 


same people working in the fine 
hotels and restaurants of London, 
Rome, Paris, Amsterdam and other 
great European cities because the 
luxury ships were still running as 
troopers returning soldiers and other 
personnel from Europe It is not 


often one found a former waiter of 
the prewar S.S. A Sailing as 
a messman aboard an overloaded 
freighter headed into waters where 
one out of every 25 seamen was not 
to return. 

Too often these men who had 
made their living on the great pre- 
war luxury liners abandoned the sea 
and came ashore to work in hotels 
where their gracious and suave man- 
ners would garner big tips for them.

We will expect too much of them 
if we want them to behave like the 
iron men in wooden ships. If many 
of them beat the passengers to the 
lifeboats it comes as no surprise to 
one who has lived close to the sea. 

Be not surprised if they acted 
panic-stricken just as the passengers 
did, for they too were led to believe 
the Doria was unsinkable and when 
its. final hour appeared near many 
were to think of their. skins first. 
Had it been an American, English, 
Dutch or French liner the same 
thing would probably have happened. 

Those members of the crew who 
did stand by and help the passengers 
to safety deserve great praise for 
their courage. And the master of 
this great liner deserves the greatest 
praise, for unlike the ownership of 
another great liner which went tothe 
bottom, the S.S. Titanic, he knew 
the predatory nature of the sea and 
did not fully believe the marine 
architects who said the vessel was 
unsinkable. He immediately radioed 
for lifeboats and assistance. He be- 
haved in the great tradition of the 
sea. My.hat is off to him.

Report on Suez 


The White House television and radio report 
on the Sues crisis was one of the most com- 
mendable of all the efforts to take the problems 
of government to the nation in the three and 
a half years since Dwight D. Eisenhower became 
President and John Foster Dulles assumed the 
important and complex office of Secretary of 
State. 

Doubtless many who watched and listened 
were particularly pleased to have their first 
good view of Mr. Eisenhower in the nearly two 
months following his intestinal operation. That 
however was only an incidental benefit of the 
15-minute broadcast from Washington. The pur- 
pose was not to present the President as a con- 
valescent, but to reassure the country with re 
spect to a situation in the Middle East so del! 
cate that Queen Elizabeth has declared a state 
of “great emergency” in Britain. 

Although Mr. Eisenhower spoke only a few 
words in introducing Secretary Dulles and at 
the close, what he said unquestionably found a 
wide acceptance. For the President gave a sound 
tone to his presentation of the United States 
official position when he said this country’s 
attitude was one of “fairness to every 
nation” based on “the objective of promoting

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1900 Miles an Hour 


It was just 50 years ago in France that the 
great pioneer aeronaut, A. Santos Dumont, took 
off in his fragile boxkite-like airplane and was 
clocked for the first recorded air-speed mark— 
25.66 miles an hour. Andin 1906 that was re- 
garded as an amazing speed at which to flit 
through the air. 

That record has fallen almost every year 
since then and the latest mark is that set by Lt. 
Col. Frank Everest of the Air Force who last 
week flew his Bell X-2 research rocket plane at 
1900 miles an hour after being taken aloft in 
the belly of a giant B-50 bomber and then 
turned loose. Col. Everest broke the previous 
speed record of 1650 miles an hour which was 
set in 1953 by Air Force Major Charles Yeager. 

In the fall of 1953 Dr. Werner Von Braun, 
famous German developer of the V-2 rocket and 
now developing missiles for the United States 
Army, predicted that within 50 years “oceans 
and continents will be spanned by planes with 


speeds in excess of 2000 miles an hour.” It is a 
far ery to the days of A. Santos Dumont—and 
apparently not much of a.ery to the days that 
Werner Von Braun pictured. 
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From the Levee to Lindbergh 

Motorists in the metropolitan area cannot 
help but approve the general aims of the 17- 
point traffic control plan of the St. Louis Re- 
gional Committee on Traffic and Parking. By 
eliminating unnecessary impediments to the 
free flow of traffic it would make their auto- 
mobiles much more useful and therefore much 
more valuable. 

In its essence the plan ts an improvement and 
extension of the city’s master traffic control 
plan to include not only the city but that por- 
tion of St. Louis county lying east of Lindbergh 
boulevard. It involves such devices as rush-hour 
parking restrictions, wider use of reversible 
traffic lanes and one-way streets, fewer stop- 
signs, and s0 on. 

The success of the existing municipal plan— 
narrow as it may seem to some—in speeding 
rush-hour traffic to the city-county border is a 
sample of what can be done. 

The big difficulty is political. To be 100 per 
cent effective the plan must be adopted not 
only by the city and the county but by most of 
the county's 96 municipalities. In the very 
nature of things that may be asking for the 
moon. 

Fortunately, however, great strides can be 
made if a dozen or so of the county communities 
lying astride the city-county line can be per 
suaded to adopt the proposal. That is where 
individual motorists enjoy a golden opportunity 
to force action, where for once they can actually 
do something about the traffic problem beside 
complaining about it. 

With respect to parking, the proposal suggests 
that immediate plans should be made to com- 
pensate for the eventual loss of the riverfront 
parking lot. Here again most motorists will 
agree, although many also will think that this is 
first and foremost a municipal problem. While 
it is true that the Bi-State Development Agency 
is “considering” an undefground garage at the 
site, as the plan notes, the fact is that the 
Agency has no real responsibility to the people 
for this project. 

After all, the Memorandum of Understanding 
on the memorial specifically states that an 
easement for underground parking in the area 
will be granted to the city, and that the city 
will prepare, design and finance the parking 
project. 

In any event, the first assignment is to open 
the streets from the levee to Lindbergh for the 
free flow of traffic. No engineering or financial

Some Pledge 

Avery Brundage’s explanation of the new In- 
ternational Olympic Committee “amateur” oath 
is unlikely to satisfy athletes required to take it. 

If an athlete takes this pledge, he has to 
state not only that he is an amateur, but that 
he also intends to remain an amateur. And an 
athlete has to take the pledge or he cannnot 
participate in the Olympics, according to Com- 
mittee Chairman Brundage. He adds that those 
who intend to capitalize on their athletic fame 
never have been eligible for the Olympics.

How does the President of the Unit- 
ed States look three weeks before his 
renomination, after a heart attack and 
major surgery? 

Come with the rest of the Washing- 
ton press corps and see.

_He is walking rather slowly, you no- 
tice—and not flashing that grin you're 
accustomed to seeing in the news photos 
showing .him disembarking from his 
plane.

His body 
is thin; the coat of his suit, which 
matches the gray of his brows, seems to 
hang a bit loosely upon him. His face 
is thin, and the flesh, especially under 
the eyes, seems rather pouchy. 

Then you realize that what fails to 
show up in black and white on news- 
print is his color. His face is not ruddy, 
nor is it heavily tanned—but there is a 
pinkness to his cheeks. You look around 
the room and see more pallor on the 
faces of the reporters, most of them 
youthful, than on that of the President. 

There is a huge red leather chair 
ready for the President, if he should 
choose to sit in it, but he stands—and 
paces back and forth slowly as he gets 
questions from opposite sides of the 
room. 


Mr. Eisenhower's Frankness 


At the end of a half hour of steady 
grilling he looks tired, but perhaps no 
more tired than he looked when he 
came in. 


He’s perfectly frank about the tired- 
ness. He says the doctors told him, aft- 
er his intestinal operation in early 
June, that it would be four months be- 
fore he felt energetic enough to play 
golf again, and*that’s the way it is. He

The President empha- 
sizes that any counter-action must be 
considered carefully, to make sure that 
it is just and fair.

country needs right now is a 
successor to that other book. 
Give us—oh—about 200 pages 
of a funny story about the 
1956 Army.” 

Well, Mr. Hargrove gave it 
a try. He visited draftee 
processing centers and basic 
training camps here and 
there. He sat down at his 
typewriter and came up with 
exactly 191 pages. But what 
is in those pages does not 
come close to measuring up 
to any part of his first book. 
This one is more like an ex- 
tended feature treatment of a 
story about how the Army 
makes a man out of a smart 
aleck Santa Monica youth 
named Andrew Scheaffer. 

The book is written in neat 
little scenes just long enough 
for 15-minute television 
episodes or motion picture 
scenes. Sometimes Hargrove 
wastes so much time with 
preliminary descriptions of a 
scene that his writing begins 
to sound like technical stage 
directions. 

Then there are such phrases 
as a bus which “bumps, 
grinds and twists.”” Army fa- 
tigues are “horribly, gaudily 
shiny.” “The Army feels a re- 
cruit’s hair should be limited 
to the brows, the eyelashes, 
and whatever protrudes from 
the ears and nostrils.”

In All of County for First Time 


Each of 370 Precincts to Have Devices in 
Tuesday’s Primary Election— Total 
of 775 on Hand. 


Voting machines will be used 
in all of St. Louis county's 
370 precincts for the first time 
in Tuesday's primary election. 

Some of the new machines 
obtained by the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners in _ the 
county in the last year Were 
used in municipal elections last 
April, but Tuesday will be the 
first county-wide election held 
since a sufficient number of the 
mechanical devices was obtained 
for use in all precincts. 

Two machines will be in use 
in most of the precincts. Less 
than 10 per cent of the pre- 
cincts will have only one ma- 
chine operating, while three 
will be

Because of the newness of the 
machine method of voting, Cole 
said it is anticipated election 
officials will encounter some 
difficulty, despite advance ef- 
forts which have been made to 
familiarize voters with opera- 
tion of them. Besides the ma- 
chines being demonstrated at 
business places and _- public 
buildings, 10 motion picture 
films instructing voters in use 
of the machines have been 
shown at theaters throughout 
_the county in recent weeks. 
Similar films have been shown 
over television stations.

Voters will be allowed three 
minutes to cast their ballots, 
Cole said. Only a few simple

Postponement Tough 
Break for Old Archie. 


RCHIE MOORE suffered 
A nother big disappoint- 

ment when the doctors 
found Floyd Patterson’s hand 
would not be ready for a 
September bout with Moore 
for the heavyweight cham- 
pionship of the world. 

Even though Julius Hel- 
fand, chairman of the New 
York Commission, stated that 
another examination of Pat- 
terson’s hand would be made 
in a month and there might 
be a chance for the big fight 
in October or November, it 
would not be the same as the 
annual September outdoor 
contest. 

And it would not be sur- 
prising if the whole thing were 
set back until next June. 

Moore has had plenty of 
setbacks in his lengthy ca- 
reer but the retirement of 
Rocky Marciano as heavy- 
weight titleholder seemed to 
put him in line for the big 
crown in the evening of his 
career. 

He may make it even yet, 
but by next year, Archie will 
have passed the 40 mark and 
would be going against a 
fighter 18 years his junior, 
gaining in weight and in ex- 
perience. By next June Pat- 
terson might prove too great 
an obstacle for the aging but 
amazing Archie. 

Voluble Charley Johnston, 
Moore’s manager, for once 
was almost speechless when 
the announcement about Pat- 
terson was made at the ye- 
quest of the physicians who 
examined him. 

Johnston remarked that 
Moore would have no import- 
ant fights before meeting Pat- 
terson, saying that was the 
big one for Archie. 

Charley may revert to type 
overnight, however, and start 
claiming the championship for 
his man. He has already done 
that, of course, but the claims 
have fallen on deaf ears and 
will continue to do so: until 
Moore and Patterson meet, 
unless something happens to 
either one of them in the 
meantime. 

During a stopover at Kan- 
sas City on his way to his 
home in San Diego, Calif., 
Moore wired Helfand, claim- 
ing the championship right 
now, in view of Patterson’s 
inability to fight him. 

“Now I claim the title and 
he must come to me as a 
challenger before we sign,” 
Archie said in his message. 

And of an Associated Press 
reporter he asked: 

“Who is this 21-year-old 
kid to make me wait until 
he’s ready? I had my first 
professional fight before he 
was born. I’ve done my share 
of waiting in my time. Now 
that’s done.” 

But it all sounds like an 
argument with the umpire— 
a lot of talk but the decision 
stands. In this case Archie 
will have to wait until after 
he fights Patterson to do any 
title claiming. 

For Patterson, the situation 
fs a good break, even if he 
doesn’t think so at the mo- 
ment. 

He expressed keen disap- 
pointment when the decision 
not to hold the fight in Sep- 
tember was announced. He 
said he felt that the hand had 
mended nicely and that he 
would be in condition to fight 
next month. 

Right now, or even any 
month this year, Moore would 
have to be favored to win 
over Patterson because of his 
greater experience and his 
superior punch, despite the 
big difference in their years. 

When Patterson broke his 
hand against Jackson, June 8 
last, his well-wishers pointed 
out that the resultant time 
out of action would give him 
another six months (after Sep- 
tember) to grow in stature 
and in experience before get- 
ting into the ring with Moore. 

That is small consolation to 
either fighter at the moment, 
however. They expected to 
share receipts from a big 
“gate” for a meeting in Sep- 
tember and, no doubt, they 
would have done so if the 
match had gone through as 
planned.

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Grim Fight in Air 
Flight to Freedom 
By Young Hungarians 


In the headlines the other day was a story fit 
for the movies: Seizure of a plane in flight, a battle 
royal, climaxed by an escape from behind the Iron 
Curtain. But this was no film plot, it was the real 
thing. Here is the story behind the dramatic flight 
from Red Hungary te freedom, and how it was 
planned.

NEW YORK, Aug. 4 (AP). 


HE cast of characters was long, considering that the 
T climax of the grim drama would be played out in an 
airliner cabin. Main characters included Gyorgy Pol- 
yak, Hungarian Air Force lieutenant, crack pilot, expelled 
from military school as 
politically unreliable, now 
working as a common la- 
borer in a cement works; 
Joszef Balla, 26, a bull- 
dozer operator, and Ferene 
Iszak, 26, a chemical engi- 
neer in the same plant; 
Iszak’s bride of 10 months, 
Enese, 19 and pretty; and 
three draftsmen, Karoly 
Pinter, 19, a glider enthu- 
siast, Joszef Jakaby, 25, 
and Gabor Kiss, 24. 
There were others, too, 
but they had no hint of 
international drama as 
they boarded the plane. 
These included Elek Dok- 
tor, the villain, a member 
of Hungary's feared AVH, 
or secret police; several 
other passéfigers, and the 
pilot, Istvan Gore, and his 
crew of four. 

The story really began months ago, not as a plan, not 
as a plot, more as an idea. Its roots are deep in the dis- 
satisfaction that many Hungarians feel for their country’s 
Communist Government.

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@ SO, HAVING DECIDED to flee, the next question was 
how.

TRIDENT words come out of 
§ sue. and nations bare their 

teeth over proprietorship of 
a big ditch—tthe world eyes with 
renewed, and anxious, interest 
the man-made miracle called 
the Suez canal. 


The news tickers rattle spas- 
modically and the dispatches 
fly, reporting the drama of right 
now. Immediacy is the theme 
and urgency is the tempo. But 
beneath it all, in deeper tones, 
throbs one of history's stranger 
stories, the story of the man 
who created the Suez canal— 
and was broken by the Panama 
isthmus. 


He was Ferdinand de Lesseps, 
whose mind was the spade for 
the Suez canal—who, with only 
a bold concept and little else to 
start, pierced an isthmus that 
had baffled pharaohs and frus- 
trated conquerors and _ sent 
engineers of many eras looking 
for new ways to say, “Im- 
possible.” 


Bonaparte was one who had 
given up the project proposed 
to join the Mediterranean and 
the Red seas. His engineers 
had reported a 29-foot differ- 
ence in sea levels, and direly 
predicted a great flood if the 
neck of land were cut. Before 
Bonaparte, and back into the 
dimness of time, rulers had been 
fascinated by the challenge; and 
defeated. 


So who was de Lesseps who 
dredged success from failure, 
and what magic did he have? 

He was a man to whom para- 
dox clung; “retired” from the 
French consular service, and 
censured, he went on to per- 
form the feat of making the 
canal a reality. He tried an- 
other miracle, in Panama, and 
went down to defeat. Called 
the “Hero of Suez,” and existing 
a while in glory, he was later 
weighed down by adverse criti- 
cism. No financial wizard, 
he nevertheless sparked a monu- 
mental backing for the Suez 
project. 


And even today this paradox 
can be found: by many he is 
compared to Magellan and. Vas- 
co da Gama—while many per- 
sons never heard of him. 

His tools were vitality and 
faith and a refusal te go by 
precedent. Factors of an al- 
most ludicrous triviality con- 
tributed to his Suez success; the 
leap of a horse, a rainbow over 
the desert—a plate of macaroni. 

History does its best to keep 
a straight face, maintaining the 
fine line between dignity and 
pomposity. But for the want of 
a nail, kingdoms get lost. And 
bestowal of macaroni upon a 
fat but hungry little boy helps 
change the shipping lanes of 
the world.

ERDINAND de Lesseps was 

born at Versailles in 1805 

and he came of a family of 
diplomats. He went into that 
service, served at many posts: 
Barcelona, Madrid, Tunis, Cairo, 
Alexandria.

He became 
Minister Plenipotentiary at 
Rome and ran into trouble,

he cemented a_ friendship 
which was, years later, to be- 
come the most important single 
factor in bringing his dreams 
to reality. He becanie the close 
friend of Mohammed Said, a 
son of Mehemet Ali, the Vice- 
roy. 
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ERDINAND’S father, Math- 
F ieu de Lesseps, as French 

Consul General in Egypt, 
had helped Mehemet Ali in his 
rise to power. The Viceroy wel- 
comed the son of his old friend 
to Egypt, warmly. 

The Viceroy asked Ferdinand 
to give riding lessons to his 
young son, Mohammed, and de 
Lesseps was happy to comply. 
Mohammed was a chubby boy, 
and his father tried to keep 
him on fairly strict rations. But 
the young prince, when the call 
for calories became irresistible, 
would slip around to the French 
Consulate — where dishes of 
macaroni would be given to 
him. 


Historian Andre Siegfried 
once wrote: “Perhaps among 
the trump cards which con- 
tributed to the success of the 
canal, we should place a modest 
dish of macaroni!” 


This strong friendship  be- 
tween Mohammed and Ferdi- 
nand persisted — although de 
Lesseps and the prince did not 
see each other for nearly 20 
years, up to 1854. This was 
after the death of de Lesseps’s 
diplomatic career, and the death 
of his wife. He had backed out 
of public life, feeling he had 
been censured unfairly, and 
was leading the life of a gen- 
tleman farmer. 

He had not been to Egypt 
for many years. But his idea 
of a canal would not die. He 
continued his study. He de- 
tailed a memorandum and sent 
it to Abbas Pasha, who had suc- 
ceeded Mehemet Ali. He got 
nothing but a form letter for 
his pains and his notes were 
pigeon-holed or tossed away. 

Then—in 1854—Abhas Pasha: 
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died. Who took over as Viceroy? 


De Lesseps’s old riding buddy 
of the Pbgresfajous-macaront 
days gone b¥: Mohammed Said, 


now Said Pasha. 


De Lesseps sent off congratu- 
lations. The new Viceroy begged 
him to return to Egypt for a 
visit. De Lesseps saw a chance 
to obtain the go-ahead for the 
canal. He went. He got a 
royal welcome. 


And the series of strange 
episodes took an even stranger 
twist, a near-mystical turn. 


But first, consider the amaz- 
ing boldness inherent in the 
idea gripping de Lesseps. Man 
over many centuries had wanted 
to cut through the Isthmus of 
Suez. 


Egypt is the natural gateway 
between East and West. Early 
Egyptian pharaohs built a wind- 
ing canal linking the Nile and 
the Red Sea. But to cut 
straight through the isthmus, 
the neck of land, would make 
a direct waterway; make, in 
effect, an island of Africa. It 
would knock some 5000 miles 
off the Cape of Good Hope 


route. A gigantic concept with 
tremendous and far-reaching 
effect. 


And the motives of de Les- 
seps, what were they, this man 
with the plans in his pocket 
and the great vision in his 
mind? In the perspective of 
history, it seems agreed his mo- 
tives were purely unselfish— 
he simply saw something which 
needed doing. That profit later 
poured in to the canal company 
seems only a by-product. De 
Lesseps was an adventurer, in 
the most complimentary use of 
the word; an explorer in the 
uncharted realm called ideas. 

He was a vital man; a man 
of considerable personal charm, 
and, obviously, of diplomacy. 
He was practical enough to 
carry out one of the world’s 
great engineering feats, yet— 
and more paradox—he was a 
believer in omens, in prophesies. 
He, quite literally, sought his 
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AT THE MEDITERRANEAN ENTRANCE TO 


fate in ‘the stars. He was no 
stranger to the oriental mind. 

And he did not throw his 
suggestion immediately at his 
old friend. He waited for his 
omen. He had received a royal 
welcome, and accompanied Mo- 
hammed on a military field trip 
to Cairo. Said Pasha had pre- 
sented him with a fine steed. 
But de Lesseps said nothing 
about the Suez canal. 


Then, one morning in a des- 
ert encampment, de Lesseps de- 
cided his omen had come. A 
rainbow. 


Later describing the experi- 
ence, he wrote: “A few rays of 
the sun begin to illuminate the 
horizon, when suddenly there 
appears in the west, whence the 
sky is cloudy, a very brilliant 
rainbow, running from east to 
west. 


“I confess that my heart beat 
violently and I was obliged to 
put a rein upon my imagina- 
tion, which was tempted to see 
in this sign of alliance spoken 
of in the Scriptures, the pre- 
sage of the true union between 
the western and the eastern 
world and the dawning of the 
day for the success of my proj- 
M«as 
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HIS was on Nov. 15, 1854, 
T ana the engineer who was 

de Lesseps engineered his 
idea into being—in a typically 
individualistic way. Racing his 
horse hard, he leaped it high 
over a parapet as the Viceroy 
and his generals watched the 
superb horsemanship. 

Then, dismounting, and seat- 
ed by his friend he said what 
he had to say. He wrote: “I 
felt inwardly calm ... set out 
my project without entering 
into details.” 

Said Pasha, also briefly, 
asked pertinent questions, then 
said, “I am convinced, I accept 
your plan. You may regard the 
matter as settled and trust to 


Said Pasha called hig gener-

them what they thought of de 
Lesseps’s staggering proposal. 

These Egyptians were caval- 
rymen. They listened to this 
suggestion, foreign to their 
field, with amazement and not 
a great deal of understanding. 
Which is why de Lesseps, the 
diplomat, had jumped the horse 
over the wall. 

“They stared at me,” he 
said, “and looked as if they 
thought their master’s friend, 
whom they had just seen put 
his horse over that wall, could 
not be otherwise than right. 
They raised their hands to their 
heads as their master spoke, 
in signs of assent.” 


A historian once wrote of the 
incident: “It was almost laugh- 
able that de Lesseps should ob- 
tain so readily what govern- 
ments had been haggling over 
for decades. A man's faith and 
personality, an old friendship, 
and the leap of a horse, had 
won the day.” 

The first step’ was taken. 
Great obstacles were yet to be 
faced. But those obstacles were

Said Pasha himself seemed to 
have some of the gift of his 
friend in summing up a vast 
concept in a few words. On ar- 
rival that same month in Cairo 
he called a meeting of all con- 
suls general, who showed up in 
full dress. 

The Viceroy said, right to the 
point, that he had decided to 
Rave a canal cut through the 
isthmus. It was to be done by 
a public company with ¢apital 
subscribed by all nations. 

Then he turned to de Lesseps 
and inquired conversationally, 
“That is what we intend to do, 
is it not?” 

De Lesseps said the British 
consul general “seemed to be 
rather upset.”

HE politial ramifications, 
T of course, were many. The 

British were violently op- 
posed. One remark in the 
House of Commons was that 
the work being undertaken was 
so foolhardy it would deceive 
nobody but the few simpletons 
who existed among capitalists. 
British newspapers sneered at 
the idea as proof that “the art 
of romantic fiction is still alive 
in the country of Alexandre 
Dumas and de Lesseps.” 

Little romantic star-gazing 
was in the straightforward idea 
or the essential details. All na- 
tions would subscribe capital. 
De Lesseps received the ex- 
clusive right to organize the 
universally owned company. 
Length of the concession would 
be 99 years from completion of 
the canal. 

Tolls were to be the same for 
all nations. No nation would re- 
ceive advantages of any kind. 
The profits would be divided 
in proportion of 15 per cent to 
the Government; 10 per cent to 
the founders; 75 per cent to the 
shareholders. The canal should 
be completely removed from the 
dangers of selfish nationalistic 
schemes. 

At the end of the 99 years, 
starting from completion of the 
canal, the Egyptian Government 
would inherit it, after paying 
the company an idemnity, to be 
fixed by arbitration, for any 
stores on hand. 

Name of the organization was 
to be the Compagnie Univer- 
selle du Canal Maritime de 
Suez. It was the seizing of this 
company recently by Egypt's 
President Nasser which touched 
off all the current sparks and 
skirmishing.

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First Faint Signs 
Of Fall's Approach

mer in our Ozark country is almost always marked by 
lack of rainfall and this season is no exception to the 
Instead of the plentiful precipitation enjoyed by St. 
Louis, our Belleview Val- 
ley has had to get along 
with something less than 
two inches, which puts a 
crimp in the hopes of 
farmers for their late 
crops. Now the pastures 
are beginning to grow 
short and brown. Prospects 
for a final cutting of hay 
are beginning to fade and 
even the corn, except 
where it was planted un- 
usually early, is starting 
to curl its leaves at mid- 
day. 

Such dry weather as this 
over a protracted period, 
along with the heat of the 
past week or two, has 
touched the countryside 
with the first signs of 
autumn. Buckeye trees are 
turning and starting to 
lose their leaves, while here and there high up in an oak 
tree we see the first scarlet leaves on the Virgina creeper. 
Even the birds seem to sense that another season is ending 
and down at the Big Pond, which has dropped steadily 
since mid-July, the first shore birds are arriving. 
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Not all of the birds, however, realize that the 
end of summer is ealmost at hand. Down in the 
low-lying field where Matt and I have been cut- 
ting hickory sprouts, the cheerful little dickcisse|s 
are still nesting. I am constantly surprised at the 
number of people who are unacquainted with the 
“little meadowlark” which is certainly one of the 
commonest birds of our midwestern hayfields and 
country roadsides and can hardly be ignored be- 
cause of the persistence of its song. Too simple 
to be counted as fine bird music, this melody 
which gives the bird its name is never out of 
hearing from morning until] night and has a pleas- 
ant, summery sound. 
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@ DICKCISSEL BELONGS to the numerous family of 
finches and looks, at first glance, like a good many of the 
sparrows until you observe the bright yellow breast and 
black throat marking which make the male bird resemble 
a small meadowlark. From our observation it always nests 
quite close to the ground in some low-growing shrub set 
well in the open. Ina single day last week we discovered 
four nests, each with a clutch of four azure blue eggs. 
The female is quite shy, leaving when you approach too 
close and not returning until she is sure you are no longer 
in the neighborhood. The wonder is that the young ever 
have a chance to hatch and grow up, for the nests we've 
found are never more than a few inches above the ground. 
Any wandering cow which happened to brush against the 
shrub would be certain to dislodge it, while the eggs and 
young must be easy prey for the harmless snakes which 
hunt the meadows, or any wandering skunk or raccoon or 
even for the slow-moving box tortoise. This may explain, 
in fact, why so many of the birds are found nesting so late 
in the season; since it is the habit of most species to keep 
building, laying and brooding until they have successfully 
brought off a hatch of young. 
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Although the dickcissel, in common with most 
finches, is a seed eater, its diet during the whole 
nesting season consists largely of grasshoppers and 
other harmful insects, so it is worthy of every pro- 
tection. The bird is common from the Alleghenies 
to the foothills of the Rocky Mountains; a typical 
prairie species. Yet it has the odd characteristic 
of varying greatly in numbers from year to year 
in many parts of its range and was once found in 
quite large numbers all along the eastern seaboard, 
where today it is seen only as a rare accidental. 
The same thing still happens along the northern 
boundary of its nesting territory where it will be 
present one year in large numbers, almost entirely 
absent the next year, and back again the follow- 
ing season.

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@ SMALL ADVENTURES with the birds are a daily occur- 
rence when you live in the country—and if you have an 
observant eye. The other evening, sitting in the doorway 
of the small milking stable while the calves were nursing, 
I watched a brilliantly colored male indigo bunting alight 
on a strand of fence wire not six feet away. A few inches 
out from the fence grew some giant foxtail grass and the 
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bunting flew out, seized the swaying seed-head in its claws, 
bent the grass stem enough so it could return to the fence 


wire, and began pecking away at the seeds. Now and then 
the grass would escape from its hold and spring outward; 
and each time the bunting would fly out and elutch it 
again. It could hardly have been unconscious of me sit- 
ting in the doorway, for I was in plain sight and almost 
near enough to touch it. Yet it worked away until its 
appetite was satisfied and then took off for the vegetable 
garden.

in itself. It is the off- 
spring of an aristocratic and 
somewhat aging father, Eu- 
ropean literature. It is like 
a burly son of 20 or so— 
still very much in the wild 
oats stage, still kicking at 
parental rules, still more in- 
clined to tear the house 
apart than to conserve it. 
There is good and bad in 
such a son. Some of the 
good things are a fresh out- 
look, bouncing vigor, an al- 
most drunken love of life, 
and a rude frankness that 
now and then cuts to the 
bone of truth as politeness

never can. 
Some ofthe bad things are 
hasty judgment, cocksure 


self-reliance, shallow pessi- 
mism (nobody can be more 
gloomy than the 20-year-old 
with the world at his feet) 
and — too often — young 
ignorance mistaking itself for 
new insight. 

The work of Mark Twain, 
the commanding figure in 
our literature, has all these 
traits. American writing 
ranges far beyond Twain, of 
course. Elementary enter- 
tainers of the Mickey Spil- 
lane variety, subtle poets 
like Jeffers and MacLeish, 
critics as profound as Menc- 
ken and Wilson, historians 
with the sweep and bril- 
liance of Sandburg and Cat- 
ton, novelists as different as 
the dark Gothic Faulkner 
and the panoramic Dreiser— 
all these, and many more, 
are part of American litera- 
ture. 

I shall treat Mark Twain 
as an archetype of United 
States writers, indicating as 
well as I can my reasons for 
so doing. A discussion as 
brief as this can become a 
mere roster of great names, 
unless a focal point is taken 


at the start. 
T with “Innocents Abroad,” 

a scathingly funny attack 
on European culture. Later, 
when he came to know Eu- 
rope better, and to live it, 
he modified some of his crack- 
er-barrel judgments. But his 
assault on the genteel fakery 
which is often a curse of 
civilized Eurepean life re- 
mains quite sound. We can 
laugh at it today, returning 
from a trip abroad. 

It was no accident that 
Twain's wife called him 
“Youth” all his life long. His 
work breathed youth to the 
end. In this hé was deeply 
and characterically Ameri- 
can. 

Twain had a cold sharp eye 
for fact, and a passion for 
exactly observed detail, in 
his writing. Yet his novels 
are all extravagant roman- 
ces; for he was also a rest- 
less dreamer, a man who 
spent his life pursuing phan- 
tom millions in alluring 
schems. 

This Paradox in the Amer- 
ican character often strikes 
thoughtful Europeans. 
Churchill writes in his his- 
tory of World War II that he 
was amazed, during his first

ized eyes. He thus estab- 
lished at a stroke the col- 
loquial style which has. swept 
American literature, and in- 
deed spilled over into world 
literature. 

We do have noble writers 
in the European tradition: 
Irving, Hawthorne, Melville, 
Poe, Emerson, Henry James 
owe nothing to Twain. But 
after him comes the march of 
the moderns. 

The namés alone would fill 
the rest of this article. Jack 
London, O. Henry, Sherwood 
Anderson, Dreiser, Fitzger- 
ald, Lewis, Mencken, Tark- 
ington, Hemingway, Runyon, 
Thurber, Steinbeck, Mar- 
quand, Lardner, Faulkner— 
all of these, with their dis- 
ciples and imitators, are 
hardly conceivable except 
coming after Twain, as well 
as many other major writers 
who have not generated 
trains of followers.

Literature is nothing if it 
is not a free criticism of life, 
with the chips falling where 
they may. The Communists 
cannot produce living liter- 
ature precisely because free- 
wheeling criticism is forbid- 
den them.

A Look at Mars Mysteries 


It Will Be Only 35,163,000 Miles Away Sept. 7—Is There Life on the Red Planet? 


The planet that has excited 
the most interest and launched 
the most speculation about 
other life existing in our solar 
system is Mars. This summer 
we may learn more about the 
red planet when it comes 
closest to the earth in more 
than three decades.

OME mysteries of life on 

Mars and its canals may well 

be solved this September 
when the red planet pays its 
closest visit in 32 years. 


Many astronomers are sure 
there is life on Mars. Great 
areas change from brown to 
green with the seasons and 
other blue-green areas change 
in tint. This is pretty good 
evidence of vegetation or plant 
life. But what kind? And is 
there an outside chance of some 
forms of animal life, even in- 
telligent beings? 


Many astronomers have 
glimpsed the strange markings 
called canals. But photographs 
fail to show them clearly if at 
all. Perhaps this time they will, 
for illuminating study. 


Every day Mars is wheeling 
closer. On Sept. 7 it will be 
only 35,163,000 miles away, al- 
most as close as it came in 1924, 
and about as close as it ever 
comes. It will be 5,000,000 miles 
nearer than it came just two 
years ago. 


All summer and fall astrono- 
mers in 10 countries will be 
watching and studying this tan- 
talizing sister planet. 


Tantalizing, because it is the 
planet most like Earth, though 
only; half as big. Tantalizing, 
because it is hard to see it 
clearly, save for fleeting sec- 
onds, due to the shimmering of 
our own window of air above us. 


Tantalizing, because a good 
deal is known about it, yet there 
is still so much mystery. And 
because it could be an early 
goal for visiting space ships 
when and if mn begins exnler- 
ing the universe.

ROM what asi _nomers al- 
F ready have learned, Mars fits 

the quotation often attributed 
to tourists to New York City— 
“It’s an interesting place to 
visit, but I wouldn’t want to 
live there.” 


For Mars shines red in the 
sky because more than half its 
surface is covered with orange- 
red desert, barren, bleak, swept 
by hot winds that swirl yellow 
dust clouds high in the air. 

If there are mountains to re- 
lieve the monotony, they seem- 
ingly are feeble, low ones. 

Mars’s atmosphere is thin and 
almost devoid of oxygen, the 
life essential for us earthlings. 
There is so little moisture that 
it is estimated probably all the 
water on Mars would scarcely 
fill Lake Erie. 


Temperatures near its equa- 
tor may swing 200 degrees, 
from a noontime high of 50 to 
70, to 150 below zero at night. 


A day lasts 24 hours and 37 
minutes, but the Martian year 
is nearly twice as long as ours 
—687 days for one journey 
around the sun. All its seasons 
are nearly twice the length of 
ours. 


For romantic inspiration, the 
Mars visitor would have two 
speedy little moons, Phobos 
(meaning fear, a companion of 
the war god Mars) and Deimos 
(panic). Phobos is about 10 
miles in diameter, Deimos only 
half that size. 


Great ice caps form as winter 
comes ‘to each pole. But the 
ice is probably only a few 
inches thick on water-thirsty 
Mars. With summer, the cap 
melts and a dark belt—believed 
to be marshy land or reviving 
vegetation fed by melting ice— 
appears around it. 


This year the dwindling cap 
may be seen in the southern 
hemisphere of Mars.

STRONOMERS have long 
A observed blue-green areas— 

first called “seas” — that 
grow darker in the spring and 
spread toward the equator and 
even beyond. The general guess 
is that it’s plant life. 

The case for life on Mars was 
strengthened in 1954 when 
Mars swung within 40,000,000 
miles of us.

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none of the human foibles 

and traits of other people, 
you can get a jolt working 
in the field, points out As- 
sociated Press reporter Alton 
Blakeslee. 

For example, when he was 
at Palomar working on the 
accompanying Mars story he 
found scientists at the world 
famous observatory had 
added some refinements to 
this business of working at 
night, when observations are 
made. . 

After hours of making 
spectograms and special 
photos through the big eye, 
scientists at Palomar knock 
off for some daytime shut- 
eye—in specially constructed, 
sound-proof dormitories. 

“It’s not so much that 
there's a lot of racket around 
during the day,” Blakeslee 
says, “but that’s the only 
time the scientists are able to 
sleep—and they make sure 
that what outside noises there 
are don’t come through to 
the sleeping quarters.” 

So scientists are just like 
everybody else—if a little 
more ingenious. 

“They're quite properly 
annoyed at a public concep- 
tion of them as absent- 
minded, without any sense 
of reality,” Blakeslee says. 
“There are some _ stuffed 
shirts, of course, just as in 
any other field, but generally 
they’re men who are really 
wrapped up in their work.”

servation was the appearance of 
a huge new blue-green area, 
about the size of Texas, right 
in an area which had been flam- 
ing red desert. It showed 
among thousands of photo- 
graphs taken at Bloemfontein, 
South Africa, one of the best 
observing spots.

But lichens are 
a hardy combination of alga and 
fungus, mutually helpful, re- 
quiring little water, able to 
withstand great heat and cold.

ARS has enough sunshine— 
Mais as intense as the sun- 

light reaching Earth—for 
growth of lichens and other 
plants. But because Martian air 
has so little oxygen or water 
vapor, it is doubtful that lichens 
as known on Earth could grow 
there, or show the striking 
changes ‘observed in the dark 
and blue-green areas, says Dr. 
Frank Salisbury, a biologist. 


He suggests that life on 
Mars might be an entirely dif- 
ferent chemical type than that 
on Earth. Maybe it is life which 
is more dependent upon nitro- 
gen than oxygen for basic pro- 
cesses. On Earth, water is essen- 
tial as a solvent in biochemical 
growth processes. On Mars, the 
valuable water might be a 
growth regulator. 


This different chemistry of 
life could be quite successful on 
Mars. If plants exist, then there 
might also be small animals or 
insects or other forms of life 
feeding on the plants. Even 
the existence of intelligent be- 
ings could be conceivable. 

Astronomers do not find any 
direct evidence that there is. 
Most of the speculation con- 
cerning sentient, intelligent 
Martians devolves from the 
elusive markings known as 


* canals. 


The canal mystery began 
nearly 80 years ago when an 
Italian astronomer, Giovanni 
Schiaparelli, using a small tele- 
scope, reported seeing lines or 
markings which he called 
canali, meaning channels. 


This was popularly inter- 
preted as canals, raising visions 
of Martians engineering great 
irrigation feats to bring water 
from the poles to oases or even 
underground cities. 


For nine years Schiaparelli 
stood alone among viewers who 
could detect the canals. Then 
in 1886 other astronomers be- 
gan reporting them. The lines 
checked with Schiaparelli’s 
drawings. The late Percival 
Lowell, founder of Lowell Ob- 
servatory in New Mexico, be- 
came one champion of Mars’s 
canals as a sign of intelligent 
Martians.

OW many astronomers have 


some as double lines, some often 
joining at “oases” or dark areas 
which could be vegetation. 


for several months ft {Is close 
enough to study. 

Even when it’s near, it is dif- 
ficult to get good glimpses of 
the surface details. 

For months the canal mark- 
ings may pop into view. Cam- 
eras have trouble necording 
them due to smudging effect 
from dancing air during the ex- 
posure. The smudging is worse 
for big telescopes—like the 200- 
inch—than smaller ones. 

There are hopes that new 
techniques and faster exposures, 
or even motion-picture expo- 
sures, this year can record the 
canals in photographs the way 
the human eye sees them. 

There are several theories 
about the canals. One is that 
they may be curious optical 
illusions. Another, cracks caused 
by earthquakes, or by the im- 
pact of heavy asteroids from 


'space, the presumed remnants 


of some exploded planet. 

Or maybe they are valleys 
along which melting water 
flows from the poles, and veg- 
etation growing in the valleys 
makes them visible. 

Or that they are actually ar- 
tificial waterways or pipelines 
constructed by Martian engi- 
neers. This appeals most to 
wishful imagination.

ERHAPS with luck the ob- 
P servations this year can settle 

the question of the canals 
and intelligent life on Mars. 

But perhaps life hasn't even 
come to Mars yet. Perhaps it 
now is being*racked by great 
volcanos, as the Earth was hun- 
dreds of millions of years ago 
when it was young, unpeopled, 
devoid of life. Volcanic action, 
by one theory, might have 
brought up water from the in- 
terior of the earth to form the

oceans and a spawning ground 
for life on Earth. 


This volcanic theory of Mars 
with life yet to be borning 
is advanced by Dr. Dean B. 
McLaughlin of the University 
of Michigan. 


He says the dark green areas 
might be deposits of volcanic 
ash, green because of the com- 
position of the ash as seen 
through Mars’s atmosphere, or 
from chemical interaction with 
it. 

So ere 
(‘some are in the shapes of 


some areas might be caused 


by winds blowing the ash. 
Some canals might be cracks 
caused by volcanic upheavals, 
or be pathways of fallen ash. 

Strange clouds witnessed on 
the face of Mars might be great 
billowings of volcanic dust and 
steam. Some clouds have been 
observed intermittently for 
many years over one Particular 
spot, he adds. Maybe that’s a 
volcanic area. 

Two years ago Dr. Edison 
Pettit and Dr. Robert Richard- 
son, of the Mount Wilson and 
Palomar Observatories, discov- 
ered a strange “W” shaped 
cloud, visible through blue light, 
that appeared to be fairly high 
in Mars’s atmosphere. 

They and Dr. E. C. Slipher of 
Lowell Observatory also found 
it repeatedly in the same posi- 
tion, with the cloud appearing 
to form in the afternoon and 
disappearing at night, then 
forming again in the afternoon. 

Could it be a sign of some 
regular thunderstorms on Mars? 
The knobs of the “W” fell near 
several of the oases or dark 
spots, and two strokes connect- 
ing the knobs fell near two well- 
known canals. 

One knob appears in the area 
where other clouds had been 
noticed in previous years, and 
might be a symptom of the vol- 
canic action, Dr. McLaughlin 
theorizes. 

Telescopes and the trained 
minds of astronomers this year 
could help answer the enigma 
of Mars. . 

Or perhaps the answers must 
await the day of space ships that 
go take a look-see. 

The first steps to usher in the 
space-travel age come next sum- 
mer, when scientists launch 
man-made moons to make the 
first cautious explorations of 
space and the mysteries around 
us.

HERE was a big sign on the 
T gas station at Fort Sumner: 
“The Last Resting Place. 
“Billy the Kid.” . 
“Fill it with regular,” I said. 
“How is he resting?” 


“Who?” said the gas station 
man. 
“Billy the Kid. In his last 
resting place.” 


“Oh that,” said the gas sta- 
tion man. “Well, now, the Kid 
is not buried exactly in the 
town of Fort Sumner. He is 
buried about three miles out 
thataway. Where the Fort used 
to be.” 


Fort Sumner was quite an 
outpost during the sixties and 
seventies. Kit Carson rounded 
up all the Navajos and held 
them here to decide whether 
they would put them up in In- 
dian territory. Or let them stay 
in the southwest and sell blan- 
kets to the tourists. 


Naturally they had to feed the 
Indians. And Texans like Col. 
Goodnight and John Chisum 
and Oliver Loving began trail- 
ing Texas longhorns up to the 
market.

Out of all this cattle busi- 
ness came the Lincoln county 
war. The most energetic gun- 
ner was William Bonney. Billy 
the Kid, a juvenile delinquent 
who has become a sort of 
American folk hero.

AFTER HE KILLED Sheriff 
Brady, they jailed him at Lin- 
coln,.

They 
are confident the arch will be 
constructed one day, a lovely 
thing to see even though it may 
butter no parsnips and provide 
no shelter for man or beast.

“IT TENDS to have the in- 
evitable quality of a right solu- 
tion,” said the distinguished 
jury that awarded first prize in 
1948 to Eero Saarinen, Finnish- 
born architect, and his asso- 
ciates. St. Louisans put up 
$200,000 in prizes. The prize- 
winning Saarinen design got a 
total of $50,000, a record for 
such competitions, and was the 
jury's unanimous choice. 

Dean William W. Wurster of 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology headed the jury. 
One of the members was Charles 
Nagel, now director of City Art 
Museum. The jury, in com- 
menting on its decision, said: 

“The entire concept .. . is 
‘a work of genius and the me- 
morial structure is of that high 
order which will rank it among 
the nation’s greatest monu- 
ments.” 

In the architectural world at 
the time, there seemed to be 
substantial agreement that St. 
Louis, gateway to the West, 
had evoked a strikingly original 
and appropriate design. In

A measure authorizing the. 
Government to help build the 
memorial was passed in 1954, | 
but it limited federal aid to

Slow Pace to Summer Drama 


™ NEW YORK, Aug. 4. 

N an article on summer drama 
Jin “Variety,” Robert Herridge, 

Who has been producing “Stu- 
dio One” this summer, quotes 
Gertrude Stein’s remark about 
a story in which “nothing hap- 
pens very gradually.” Inciden- 
tally, that sentence might stand 
as a classic example of summer 
criticism—quoting a guy who is 
quoting somebody else, other- 
wise known as the long, long 
reach, 

I have witnessed more than 
my share of summer drama re- 
cently, and I can't say that noth- 
ing happens in them—mostly, 
something does—but very grad- 
ually. That part, at least, is 
true enough, Or maybe it just 
seems very gradually because 
I've seen so many of them over 
quite a few summers. After a 
while, you get to look at them 
in double focus. It is very con- 
fusing.

FOR INSTANCE, there is the 
night of the carnival story. 
There is this young girl who, as 
the saying goes, is just awaken- 
ing to life and one night the 
carnival comes to town, the big- 
gest event in Podunk since they 
built the railroad through there. 
The awakening girl meets the 
gay blade who sells rides on 
the carousel and suddenly she 
perceives that there is a rich, 
full life beyond the confines of 
Podunk and that there are more 
nourishing things to do than 
wash dishes and make lace cur- 
tains for the parlor. 

The trouble with being emo- 
tionally comfortable with this 
drama, is that I distinctly recall 
other carnival dramas with ex- 
actly the opposite point of view:

“francs, for the estimated nine 
vears work. De Lesseps, owner 
of the concession, agreed to 
surrender it free to a new com- 
Pany. His one aim was to 
bring the canal into being. 

He was no financier. His con- 
®ession was of doubtful legal 
value. Again, he did things 
typically. He went straight to 
Rothschild, who, after listening, 
agreed to put his huge banking 
machinery to work for de Les- 
seps. De Lesseps thought this 
highly generous; then, as an 
afterthought, asked Rothschild, 
“What do you wish in ex- 
change?” 

“Good Lord!” said Rothschild. 
“It’s easy to see you are not a 
business man. It will be the 
usual five per cent.” 

Outraged, de Lesseps said, 
“Why that’s 10,000,000 francs! | 
You may keep your bank! We 
will make the issue without 
you.” 

Bankers scoffed. Business 
men hollered “bubble.” De Les- 
seps went straight to the public 
—and some 25,000 subscribers 
applied for the issue, as people 
trotted out their savings for the 
investment. After subscriptions 
from several countries there re- 
mained a bloc of 85,506 shares. 
They were reserved for Eng- 
land, the United States, Austria 
and Russia. None of those na- 
tions were having any. 
hammed Said, a gambling man 
from way back, took the whole 
shebang. 

The company was incorpo- 
rated in 1858. Further trouble 
came. De Lesseps kept up his 
fight, threw up a skillful bar- 
rage of public relations that 
anticipated Madison avenue 
many decades. The first shovel 
bit into the isthmus on April 24 
1859 

The Egyptian Government 
furnished 20,000 forced laborers, 
later subject of a burning moral 
campaign in England. Work was 
suspended. Legal battles raged. 
De Lesseps struggled against 
setbacks on all sides. More 


money was needed. His friend, |- 


Said Pasha, had died. But work 
went on. 

(Currently, Egypt’s Nasser 
has been squawking that “120.- | 
000 Egyption workmen... died | 
building the canal.” He's a lit- | 
tle off here. That happened in | 
about 600 B.C. during an an- | 
cient canal project. Deaths | 
during cutting of the Suez were 
few.) 

On Aug. 15, 1869, the waters 
of the Red Sea and the Medi- 
terranean joined, after all the 
labor troubles; hardship; heart- 
break and strife. De Lesseps 
became, almost overnight, the 
most decorated man in Europe 
and the canal’s inauguration— 


on Nov. 17, 1869—was one of 
the biggest whingdings in 
history. 


Royalty poured in for the 
event. The Austrian Emperor | 
smoked rose-scented tobacco in 
a diamond-studded hookah. The 
Crown Prince of Russia strolled 
with the Prince of Hanover. 
Veiled women danced and the 
Khedive opened the ball from 
in front of his tent. It was quite 
a party—and de Lesseps was 
the most famous man in the 
world. 

It was he, and he alone, who 
had brought the canal into 
reality — the canal behind all 
the headlines today, the dream 
45 feet deep, 500 feet wide and 
104 miles iong, a dream which 
shortened shipping routes by 
thousands of miles. 

England’s Disraeli, in a 
monumental (financial coup 
later, gained for his country a 
huge interest in the project 


with cash on the barrelhead | 


while others faltered. The 
country which initially led the 
opposition ended up with a 
lion’s share. And every country 
joined in honoring de Lesseps. 
In London, the Times apol- 
ogized to him. 

He went on to follow his des- 
tiny, and perhaps he misread 
the stars. Neither engineer nor 
financier, he had whipped one 
of the great challenges to man- 
kind—but he lost to the Panama 
isthmus. The “Hero of Suez” 
was called to that project. 

De Lesseps, at the age of 64, 
had married again; had six sons 


and six daughters by his sec-

ond marriage. He was 74 years 
old, and chairman of the Suez 
company, when he answered de- 
mands to try the Panama proj- 
ect thusly: “If one asks a gen- 
eral who has just won a first 
victory whether he wishes to 
win a second, would he refuse?” 

Applause came, an ovation. 
He tried. The try resulted in 


tragic failure, deaths of many, | 


financial disaster, bitterness. On 
Feb. 5, 1889, he had to order 
work stopped in Panama, He 
was 83 years old. Five years 
later he died, but many said the 
life of the great Frenchman 
ended on the day he gave the 
order. His rainbow, perhaps, 
had deserted him. But his one 
dream he had left to man, a 
deep line etched in history.

Theory Discredited.

Weird Looking.

Saw Significance. 
It was a long time before 
|Neanderthal was accepted as 


'genuine. The unsung hero was | 


a history teacher named Kar! 
|Fuhlrott, to whom the original 
bones were delivered in 1856. 
| Fuhlrott instantly recognized 
their significance and _  pro- 
,claimed the bones as human. 


This was so, he said, because 
his bones were found in the 
same strata as those of masto- 
dons, cave bears and other pre- 
historic beasts. 

Fuhlrott died in 1877 and it 
wasn't until 1901 that German 
scientists acknowledged the cor- 
rectness of his theories. 

A little bronze plaque in the 
museum as the Village of Nean- 
der pays belated tribute to this 
far-sighted school teacher. 

‘Pretty Young.’ 

As far back as Neanderthal 
goes, he was still a pretty young 
fellow. Kleeman says that the 
anthropologists of today, aided 
by thousands of discoveries of 
ancient skeletons all over the 
world, now believe the oldest 
prehistoric man was the barely 
human “protanthropic” type, in- 
cluding pithecanthropus erec- 
tus, the Java man who once was 
believed to be the missing link, 
and his bone brothers, Peking

It 
seems both learned how to use 
rocks flaked into weapons 
pretty early in the game. 

The 300 delegates from all 
over the world who will attend 
the International Neanderthal 
Congress here Aug. 26-30 will 
hear a lot about Neanderthal 
man. There’s even a talk sched- 
uled by Rev. F. M. Bergounioux 
of Toulouse, France, on “The 
Spirituality of Neanderthal 
man.” 

Anthropologists are convinced 
that Neanderthal not only knew 
how to build fires but that he 
had developed at least a rudi- 
mentary form of religion. 

This idea is based on the fact 
that Neanderthal had a fairly 
elaborate program, in- 
terring his dead. in caves and, 
Egyptian-like, placing beside 
him weapons and crude charms.

Stripping a 45-foot tall build- 
ing down to 17-foot height and 
rebuilding parts other than the 
basic structure have not only 
saved it from becoming a “white 
elephant” and being a continu- 
ing eyesore to its neighborhood 
(on the near south side just a 
short distance from the down- 
town business area) but have 
made of it an investment prop- 
erty of improved value. 

The building, at 1025-1105 
South Tenth street, 
the Highway 66 By-Pass just 
off Chouteau avenue, was, orig- 
inally, a hemp rope factory. 
More recently, before its latest 
remodeling, it had been occu- 
pied under lease by the Plaza 
Express Company. Plaza bought 
and occupied it in 1943 and at 
that time cut it part way down, 
added truck dock facilities, ga- 
rage doors. 

Sam G. Duke of Duke-Young, 
Inc., acquired the property in 
1947 as an investment. When 
the express company acquired 
new terminal facilities and. sur- 
rendered the remaining one- 
year life of a lease, Duke de- 
cided to cut the structure down 
to one story. 

Eighteen-inch . thick brick 
walls were taken down by hand 
so the base structure still could 
be used, and new walls and par- 
titions were added to rejuve- 
nate the structure. There are 
now five stretches of wall that 
cut the building into three sep- 
arate units for warehouse or 
industrial uses.

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Housing Shortage? If 


Home Building Doesn't 
Pick Up It Could Happen 


By ROBERT F. MORRISON 

WASHINGTON (UP)—Some 
industry housing experts see a 
chance of a new housing short- 
age if the pace of homebuilding 
does not pick up. 


They base this on the assump- 
tion that personal income and 
employment will continue at 
record levels and that nothing 
changes the growing public 
preference for home owner- 
ship. 

One industry official says 
“we're in danger of having too 
few houses,” and not, as some 
have forecast, too many. 

New families and separate 
households are being formed at 
the rate of nearly 1,000,000 a 
year. These need apartments 
and houses to live in. In addi- 
tion, an estimated 300,000-400,- 
000 dwellings are destroyed 
each year, largely through pro- 
grams to improve housing and 
upgrade neighborhoods. 

Expectations are that work on 
a few more than 1,100,000 new 
houses and apartments will be 
| started this year, some 200,000 

less than were built last year. 

This leaves an apparent def- 
_icit, but there are additions to 


the housing supply each year 
| of units which have undergone 
major modernizations. 

That the credit-housed hous- 


ing industry has not built more 
houses this year has not yet, 
it was. indicated, had. its full 
impact on the supply of hous- 

This can be expected next 
year. 

Housing begun last year is 
now being occupied. This is 
reflected, sources say, in the 
“stability” of the vacancy rate 
among houses and apartments 
fit to live in but vacant and up 
for sale or rent. 

In the first quarter of this 
year about 2.7 per cent of the 
total supply of some 50,000,000 
houses and apartments were va- 
cant and available for rent or 
sale. This was up about four- 
tenths of 1 per cent from a 
year earlier, reflecting two 
heavy building years back-to- 
back. The vacancy rate went 
up in the fourth quarter of last 
year ,and has remained un- 
changed since. 

The “low” vacany rate,. in- 
dustry sources say, is the “ene- 
my” of efforts to get rid of 
substandard housing because it 
makes continued rent or sale of 
such units profitable. 

A recent survey conducted by 
the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards agreed with the 
Census Bureau in that there 
has been little change from a

| First National Bank’s belief in

McDonnell, first announced the 
program in 1951, he explained 
that the main reasons for the 
undertaking were the bank's 
continuing growth and its faith 
in the vigor of the city’s cen- 
tral business district. With 
total resources in excess of 
$500,000,000—and volume con- 
stantly growing—First National 
Bank either had to expand or 
move.

Frequent summer showers. 
have given some plants too 
much encouragement. King-size 
weeds seem to pop up over 
night, and crab grass has been 
invading even the handsomest 
of lawns. 

Although this erab-grass in- 
festation starts with the germi- | 
nation of small seedlings in 
the plants are inconspicu- 
ous during the early part of the 


summer. These bumptious in- 
fants grow precociously, though, 
and given half a chance they'll 
take over every open, sunny 
plot 

Unfortunately, there is no 
cheap and easy way to control 
crab grass. One of the best (but | 
most difficult) solutions is to 
develop such a thick, heavy turf 
that the weedy grasses just can’t 
get a real toehold. 

This system has been used 
effectively by that talented hor- 
ticulturist, Mrs. Hazel Knapp, 
who lives near Fenton, Mo. 
Even though most of her lawn 
receives full sunlight, she has 
developed a wonderfully thick, 
velvety turf that is practically 
free from weeds. 


Feeds Lawn Generously. 

To begin with, Mrs. Knapp 
feeds her lawn generously, and 
she reseeds each fall with high- | 
quality bluegrass seed. In the 
summer she sees that it gets a 
high cut, with the mower blade 
raised as high as possible. 

During the drouth - summers 
her lawn wasn't watered at! 
all—which was probably a bless- 


ing in disguise. Although the 
bluegrass turned brown and 
looked quite dead, it revived 
quickly in the fall. The only 


patches of weedy grasses sprang 
up beside flower beds, where 
they received a little of the 
water that had been used to 
irrigate roses and perennials. 

Mrs. Knapp explains that she 
has been weeding her lawn by 
hand for a number of years, 
pulling out clumps of weedy 
grasses as fast as they appear. 
Each season this task has be- 
come easier, partly because the 
weeds are not allowed to go to 
seed. Then, too, the turf has 
become thicker and thicker. 

In the average lawn it is 
easier to control both crab gras- 
ses and  broad-leaved weeds 
with various “herbicides.” One

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SUEZ CANAL CRISIS 


Egypt's Seizure of International Waterway Confronts West With Grave Problems

T THE TIME the Suez Canal was 
built, in the mid-1800s, it was 
agreed that the waterway would 
be turned over to Egypt without charge 
in 1968. When Egyptian President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser jum the gun by 12 
years and seized the canal, there was 
grave concern among Western nations. 

The 104-mile link between the Medi- 
terranean and Red seas is a vital inter- 
national shipping artery. It handles three 
times the traffic of the Panama Canal. 
Nearly 15,000 vessels from 48 countries 
passed through Suez last year. 

Over and above other Western exas- 
perations at Nasser’s arbitrary move are 
fears that the tian strongman might 
tamper with use of the canal, despite his 
pledges to the contrary. Therefore, in 
London conferences among British, Amer- 
ican and French leaders to consider action 
in face of the seizure, paramount atten- 
tion has been devoted to means of insur- 
ing international control of the canal, even 
if ownership should remain in Egyptian 
hands. 

Until Nasser's step, the waterway 
had been operated by the Suez Canal 
Company, a French-organized private 
firm that had built it. In 1875, six years 
after the canal was opened, the British 
government acquired a 44 per cent inter- 
est in the company. To protect her invest- 
ment and other Middle t holdings she 
subsequently acquired, Britain kept in- 
creasingly strong military units in t 
from 1883 until 1954, when she agreed to 
evacuate her troops. The withdrawal was 
completed in June.

ile River at Aswan. In a bitter anti- 

Western speech, Nasser said he would

However, he still faces formidable 
economic problems in realizing his Aswan 
dream. The Suez company cleared $31,- 
000,000 last year, far short of the $84,- 
000,000 needed annually during dam 
construction. How Egypt, with a per cap- 
ita income of less than $100 yearly, would 
make up the difference was not apparent. 
Already much of her future cotton produc- 
tion is pledged to Russia for arms that 
the Reds have furnished to Nasser.

While taking RR to heart, the teen population has 
also had to defend this current musical fad against 
critical adult appraisal. Psychologists, sociologists and 
parents in general have grappled with the matter of 
whether this music is a cause or a result of juvenile

Carl Mose Makes Bust of Former Wrestler on KETC’s Art-in-the-Making Series 


Sculptor Carl C. Mose uses board to shape chin as the 
bust begins to take shape.

CULPTURING, FROM THE INITIAL CLAY modeling to the final 
casting process, was demonstrated in 11 weekly programs on St. 
Louis’ educational television station KETC. Carl é Mose, widely 
known St. Louis sculptor, began with a glob of wet clay and finished 
the series with a bust of his model, former professional wrestler George 
"K.O." Koverly. Mose considered Koverly’s massive head and rugged 
face, set on a size 20 neck, ideal subject matter. 
the program went on, week after week, the clay under Mose's 
skilled hands began to take shape. The sculptor chatted with Koverly 
as he worked, explaining the techniques and tools he was using. 
Joseph Leonard of the KETC staff was an off-camera questioner during 
the programs. 

The sculpture demonstration was the second of the station's art-in- 
the-making series, designed to give viewers opportunity to see St. Louis 
artists at work and to deepen their appreciation of finished art products. 
In the first, Siegfried Reinhardt did a semi-abstract painting, “Man of 
Sorrows.” Both series were kineoscoped for showing this fall on a 25- 
station educational television network.

installing a gigantic maze of oe by which the press, radio and 
television willaelay to the world the delegates’ doings. 

As the attack on the convention hall mounted, the initial platoon was 
reinforced by companies of electricians, metalsmiths, painters and electronics 
experts. There were chairs to install, partitions to build, bunting to be hung, 
spotlights to be set up and soft drink coolers to put in place. From now until 

e convention opens, a week from tomorrow, the pre-convention army will 
work around the clock on a mountain of last-minute preparations. 

Expansion of television coverage and a sharp increase in the number of 
delegates have caused the biggest headaches. In 1952 there were 1632: 
delegates and an equal number of alternates. This year delegates will 
number more than 2500. As a result there will be no room on the convention 
floor for some 1900 alternates. They will occupy mezzanine seats, seriously 
curtailing space for guests. Party leaders fear an epidemic of wounded 
pride among disappointed would-be visitors.

When the cake is thoroughly cold, it is frosted with icing 
made by creaming together cream cheese, chopped pineapple, 
part of the juice and enough powdered sugar to spread easily. 
Canned cherries may be used in place of pineapple or just 
milk if a blander icing is desired. The cake may also be 
served without frosting and sprinkled. generously with pow- 
dered sugar. The cake remains moist for several days.

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FED UP with repeated shakedown attempts, Rory Calhouredecided to make a clean breast of his youthful jail record, found the public sympathetic. 
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HOLLYWOOD. 
HE BLACKMAILERS’ paradise is no more. 
This is one of the biggest unwritten Holly- 
wood headlines of our day. 

Only yesterday this town was an open 
invitation to extortion. Armed with a scrap of em- 
barrassing information or controlling a segment of 
union labor, almost any shakedown artist could 
find Hollywood a fertile field. 

In 1941, for example, labor racketeer Willie 
Bioff tesgified that he had blackmailed the film in- 
dustry for more than $1,000,000. In the 1940s, 
extortion attempts were made on Henry Fonda, 
Errol Flynn, Betty Grable and several other top- 
flight players. 

Today, however, blackmail in Hollywood is vir- 
tually dead. The box score for the past year reads: 
extortion attempts (feeble): 2; blackmail cases: 0. 


One major reason for this abrupt decline in film 


colony blackmail is Rory Calhoun, 34, a lanky, 
darkly handsome actor who has starred in 15 mov- 
ies in the past three years. (His latest — Treasure 
of Pancho Villa, Raw Edge, Flight to Hong Kong.) 

Last year Calhoun (real name — Francis Tim- 
othy McCown) courageously made public the 
prison record of his youth. 

To newsmen here he frankly revealed that as a 
teenager he had committed a series of thefts, worked 
the hot-car racket, escaped from reform school 
seven times, been sent to the Federal Reformatory 
at El Reno, Oklahoma, for three years, three 
months, four days; had later been transferred to 
the Federal Penitentiary at Springfield, Missouri, 
been released at age 21. In 1943, he disclosed, he 
had come to Hollywood, where actor Alan Ladd 
after a chance meeting on a horseback ride, ar- 
ranged a screen test for him. 

Many reporters had known the story for years 
(Calhoun had registered as an ex-convict with the 
Beverly Hills police department as far back as 
September 25, 1944.) but had refrained from print- 
ing it because Rory had completely rehabilitated 
himself as a decent, hard-working citizen. 


A Life of Terror 


The reason Calhoun revealed his lurid past was 
‘ that for 10 years blackmailers had turned his life 
into a terror-existence. 

“From 1945 to '55,” Rory told me on location 
in Mexico, “they must have tried to shake me down 
at least 30 times. | was getting tired of it. Every 
time the phone rang my heart would jump. | was 
also afraid of the effect it might be having on Lita. 
(Calhoun was married to Spanish-born singer Isa- 
belita Castro in 1948.) 

“These calls would come at all hours, and | 
never could tell Lita I was going out to take care 
of a blackmailer. I'd say nothing, just take the car 
and meet the guys who'd phoned. They'd tried to 
shake me down. Only | wouldn’t be shook. So 
they’d let me have it. We'd fight all over the place. 
I'd come home looking like a wreck, and Lita 
would cry. 

“Early in our marriage she suggested that I give 
the whole story out to the papers. But | was afraid. 
I felt that if the public found out about my prison 
record, even though it was for stuff I'd pulled as a 
kid, the movie industry would throw me out.

“That’s why I put up with these blackmailers, 
although I never paid off a single cent. The first 
guys who tried to put the touch on me were two 
Joes from El Reno. They came out to Hollywood 
and phoned me and a friend. We met them at a 
hotel on Western Avenue and when they tried to 
shake me down, we had one helluva fight. 

“A couple of months passed, and we got another 


phone call. Fellow had to see me right away. I © 


knew at once what the score was. Another at- 
tempted shakedown. I’m over six feet tall and I can 
handle my fists pretty well, but this guy sure beat 
me up. When I didn’t come across with any money, 
he really let me have it. Bloodied my face, cut me 
open pretty good. I said to him, “You can beat me 
every time, but you'll never get a single penny.’ 
“Last year,” Calhoun continued, “I finally de- 
cided to make.a clean breast of my past. I'd been 


in motion pictures for 10 years and had kept my 


nose clean. I'd saved some dough, bought a ranch 
at Ojai. I'd also invested money in a rug-cleaning 
business. I figured that if the industry threw me 
out, I could somehow manage to support Lita. 


Versions Were Whispered — 


“I also realized that my story had been whispered 
all over Hollywood in the most outlandish versions. 
But primarily 1 just didn’t want the perpetual threat 
of blackmail hanging over me. Why, one guy at a 
studio even tried to get me to kick back some of 
my salary. I told him to go whistle. 

“Finally, I called up Hedda Hopper, went over 
to her house and gave her the whole story.” 

Once Rory’s story was published, Hollywood 
made him a minor hero. Parties were thrown in 
his honor. Television producers vied for his serv- 
ices. He received more movie offers than he could 
accept. All this was a touching demonstration of 
loyalty and reassurance at a time when the actor 
needed it most. 

More important, Calhoun not only halted all 
attempts to blackmail him, he lent courage to other 
celebrities who were im a similar fix. A producer 
whose mother-in-law threatened to sue him unless 
he increased her allowance, told her, “Sue and be 
damned.” A well-known singer was threatened with 
exposure of his reckless love life unless he paid a 
former girl friend’s $2,500 clothing bill. Aware that 
Calthoun’s disclosure had not affected his career 
adversely, the singer refused to be extorted. Another 
actor threatened with a paternity suit unless he 
paid off, took the case to court and won. 

“Years ago,” says Capt. H. F. Didion, head of 
the bunco-fugitive division of the Los Angeles po- 


’ lice department, “movie stars and other celebrities 


were raised on such tremendous pedestals that they 
became naturals for blackmail. Publicity built them 
up as gods and goddesses. It was terrible if some- 
body revealed a star’s real name. If a relative 
threatened to sue for any reason, they'd pay off 
rather than risk the bad publicity. 

“Nowadays, celebrities aren't on pedestals any 
more. They’re human beings like the rest of us. 
They’re allowed to, make mistakes. The public 
doesn’t hold it against them. The movie star who 
gets divorced doesn’t suffer because of it at the 
box office. When a movie star tells the truth, like 
Rory Calhoun, the public admires him.” 


Years ago Clark Gable was sued by an English 
woman on a paternity charge. Instead of paying 
off to hush up the phony claim — the easy way out 
— Gable went to court, proved he was working in 
Oregon at the time the plaintiff claimed she was 
impregnated. 

In 1943 while in the Navy, actor Henry Fonda 
was accused by a woman of having fathered her 
illegitimate daughter. When reached at sea Fonda 
promptly denied ever having met the woman, 
claimed she was attempting to extort money from 
him. Investigators put on her trail revealed that 
she had been arrested on various morals charges, 
used a number of aliases, had been involved in a 
succession of marriages and annulments. The case 
was dismissed. 

Another innocent victim of attempted extortion 
is Betty Grable, who answers blackmailers by 
promptly going to the cops. On three different oc- 
casions Miss Grable received extortion demands 
totaling $15,500. She turned these notes over to 
police and FBI authorities. The authors were 
tracked down, arrested and convicted. 

Without question, Hollywood's biggest and bold- 
est shakedown. was pulled 20 years ago by Chicago 
mobster Willie Bioff. Willie and his pal, George 
Browne, took over control of the film industry’s 
all-powerful labor union, the International Alliance 
of Theatrical and Stage Employees, then threatened 
to call a strike unless the studios paid off. All they 
wanted was $2,000,000. 


Blackmail by Installment 


Studio heads decided it was easier to pay than 
go to the police. From 1936 to 1941 Hollywood's 
top film companies paid the two racketeers more 
than $1,000,000 in blackmail — on the installment 
plan. Eventually, Bioff and Browne went to jail for 
extortion, were later released. Bioff was murdered 
last year while living under an alias in Arizona. - 

One of the most insidious attempts to shake down 
a Hollywood star was made on Marilyn Monroe 
— and it was made, ironically enough, by a police 
officer attached to the Hollywood Vice Squad. In 
unearthing a cache of lewd motion pictures, the 
officer found nude calendar photos of Marilyn — 
made, as has been widely publicized since, when 
Marilyn was broke and needed the money. It was 
also revealed later that she had posed in the pres- 
ence of the photographer’s wife. These facts did 
not deter the corrupt cop, who demanded his hush 


Unfortunately for him, neither Marilyn or her 
studio went for the payoff. After a week of panic, 
the actress admitted publicly that she had posed 
— and explained why. Respecting her honesty, the 
public gave her its sympathy and support. The 
blackmailing cop was later forced to resign from 
the force when caught in other shady maneuvers. 

Today, Hollywood-is relatively free of blackmail- 
ers. In the words of Clyde Duber, a leading private 
detective here, “The blackmail racket is just about 
dead. Movie stars are no longer afraid of admitting 
their mistakes. Like Réry Calhoun and a few others 
they realize that the public todays broad-minded. 

“The blackmailer capitalizes on the fear of his 
victim. Once fear disappears, so does blackmail. In 
Hollywood fear is disappearing fast.” sz

When the atom-powered submarine Nau- 
tilus (above ), first vessel of our atomic fleet 
of the future, pokes her streamlined nose 
into the Atlantic shortly for another round 
of maneuvers, one of her chief “secret 
weapons” will be neatly secured in — of 
all places — her pantry. 

Outfitted for her cruise, the Nautilus will 
have an inexhaustible fuel supply, machin- 
ery that enables her to dive three times 
deeper than any other sub and stay under 
water days at a time, an oversized torpedo 
supply (top secret, of course), a device for 
converting salt water into drinking water 
for the crew. 

Yet with all this ultra-modern equip- 


ment for long-range voyaging and fighting, 
the Nautilus’ battle performance is limited 
by one of man’s basic necessities: food. She 
can stay away from her base only so long 
as her pantry holds out. 

Thus Navy submariners have had to go 
into the kitchen, figure out ways to make a 
pantry of food go a long way. What they've 
accomplished might surprise some land- 
lubbing housewives. Items: 

By packing food into square cans, they 
now store 11.5 per cent more food than in 
round tins. 

Formerly, shell eggs for 75 feedings took 
up one cubic foot of space. Now, by remov-

That figure is no surprise to the Nautilus’ 
two cooks, Jack Baird of Philadelphia and 
George Denny of Carney’s Point, N. J. 
These calory-rich meals, they've found, are 
the most popular on the Nautilus: 

e For breakfast, steak and eggs. 

e For entrees, rib steak and mushrooms; 
lobster; French-fried shrimp: stuffed pork 
chops. 

e For dessert, blueberry pie ala Mode 
and strawberry short cake. 

Monotony of diet, experts say, is the 
greatest menace to shipboard morale. The 
first several weeks aboard, the men gener- 
ally eat ravenously and gain weight. But 
when boredom sets in, even roast beef and 
mashed potatoes lose their charm. More 
and more, the men crave highly-seasoned 
foods, along with such delicacies as ice 
cream, pies and cakes. 

On a submarine, other difficulties be- 
devil the cooks. Unless food is stored ac- 
cording to a set pattern, trouble can 
develop. A submarine pantry has no aisles. 
All available space is filled with food 
(griped one sailor: “We even sleep with 
cans of milk under the pillow’); the crew 
simply eats its way from front to back of 
the pantry. The first day's menu depends 
on what's stored just inside the door. 

Whatever element of monotony there 
may be in submarine fare, there is none in 
the job of dishing it up. Things like this 
can and do happen: one day a huge steam- 
ing bowl of spaghetti sauce was rising on 
the dumb-waiter from the galley to the 
wardroom pantry. Without. warning, the 
Nautilus suddenly angled upward and the 
sauce showered back into the galley in a 
crimson cascade. 

On one particularly rough morning dur- 
ing her early sea trials, with numerous ship- 


operation of various U. S. food industries, 
they have been able to develop a wide range 
of dehydrated foods for submarine use — 
everything, in fact, from garlic to whipping 
cream. An important thing about these de- 
hydrates is that, when served, they look and 
taste like fresh products. Crewmen have 
given them an enthusiastic okay. 

Another reason for the popularity of the 
new dehydrates is this: their quick prepara- 
tion gives the ship’s cooks more time to pre- 
pare the real morale builders — cakes, pies, 
cookies and ice cream. 

One commissary expert commented: 
“For what it’s worth, we'll pass that hint 
along to housewives with the Navy's 
compliments.”

Talk is not cheap here 


Even guest speakers have to pay when 


this West Virginia town raises money 


RAVENSWOOD, W. VA. 
The eight men sitting around the cut-up table 
at Hupp’s Restaurant here sipped coffee and 
talked somberly about the latest town crisis: 
money was so short in the high school budget 
that the football team would have to disband 
because of a lack of uniforms. 

Such crisés arose often in this town of 
1,175, perched on the east bank of the Ohio 
River, just 50 miles northwest of Charles- 
ton. It had once been a bustling port but 
railroads and new highways reduced river 
traffic, turned Ravenswood into a sleepy ham- 
let for retired farmers. With the treasury 
nearly broke, it limped along with one ele- 
mentary school. (built in 1887), a run-down 
high school, few recreational facilities. 

But out of the meeting at Hupp’s — held 
just eight years ago —- came a money-raising 
idea that has revitalized Ravenswood, made it 
a growifg, spirited community. The idea, say 
citizens here, can help any fraternal organi- 
zation, neighborhood or small town. 

Core of the idea is that to prod people into 
giving, you’ve’got to give in returf. Figuring 
that the quickest way to people’s purses is 
through their stomachs, Ravenswood decided 
on giving a dinner — at $5 a plate — plus a 
talk by the best speaker available. 

The idea lit a fire under the town. Grocers 
got busy cajoling suppliers into donating 
food; other businessmen provided tables and 
utensils. Housewives lined up for the privi- 


lege of cooking the food —#in their own 
homes. Dr. Irvin Stewart, president of West 
Virginia University, accepted an invitation to 
speak. Result: a thumping 190 showed up 
for the dinner, with every last one, including 
Dr. Stewart, ponying up $5 — and the foot- 
ball team got its uniforms. 

Since then, over $30,000 has been collected 
from the dinners. Not a cent goes for ex- 
penses; all costs are paid by a committee of 
300 (who, like everyone else, also pay $5 to 
attend). The money has bought a new 1,300- 
seat stadium, basketball uniforms, plus li- 
brary books, movie projectors and maps. 

The big turn-outs (a record 1,500 this year) 
have been due mainly to the astonishingly 
famous speakers that little Ravenswood has 
corralled. Examples: ex-Gov. Okey Patteson 
of West Virginia, industrialist Henry J. Kai- 
ser (above), the late “Veep” Alben W. 
Barkley. Though in great demand,. each 
gladly came to Ravenswood, forked over $5 
for the dinner, plus another $5 for a ticket 
to the following year’s affair. Explained Mr. 
Barkley, jokingly: “I just had to see a town 
with nerve enough to make a:speaker pay to 
talk.”

He tells how men and 
women can keep fit 


Keeping his legs in shape during the off- 
season poses no problem for Reese. “Ray 
Robinson, the boxing champion, once told 
me that anybody, even a professional athlete, 
can keep in shape simply by exercising 15 or 
20 minutes a day — but every day. The best 
exercise that I’ve found is lying on my back 
and pumping my legs as though I were pedal- 
ing a bike; usually | watch TV at the same 
time.” 

Too much exercise during one winter, 
however, almost cost Reese his career. After 
the "54 season he began trotting a mile a day 
on a board track near his Louisville, Ky., 
home. One afternoon he came home limping, 
legs aching. “I think maybe I'm finished,” 
he told his wife. 

The legs still pained during training the 
next spring and Reese seriously considered 
announcing his retirement. He decided to 
stick it out only after a long talk with Leslie 
Mac Mitchell, the former mile champion, who 
was with the Dodgers as a training consultant. 
Running on boards, MacMitchell told Reese, 
had deadened the shortstop’s legs, but only 
temporarily; the same thing had happened 
to MacMitchell from running on shipboard 


Sixteen years later, he runs almost as fast, 
slides just as hard with his spikes still high. 


while in the Navy. Reassured, Reese gave up 


his thoughts of retiring and led the Flock . 


to the world championship in 1955. 

Last winter Reese limited his outdoor 
exercising to bike riding, golf and hunting. 
“Luckily, I've never had too much trouble 
keeping my weight down.” he says. “I fin- 
ished last season at 174 and reported back 
this spring just one pound heavier. I've put 
oh about 25 pounds since 1940, most of it 
while I was in the Navy | for three years dur- 
ing World War II}. However, at 150 pounds 
I was a shadow for a guy my size [5’'10"}: 
those extra pounds made me a stronger hit- 
ter and gave me more endurance.” 

Though keeping fit may be its own reward, 
Reese also has received more tangible things. 
During his 13 years in Dodger uniform, he’s 
been paid well over $300,000, plus more than 
$40,000 for six World Series. 

What's ahead? Says he: “From now on 
I’m playing from‘year to year; I don’t know 
how long I'll last.” When he quits, he might 
leave baseball to run full-time his prospering 
storm-window business in Louisville. 

Would he take a managing job? (Twice, ac- 
cording to rumor, he’s turned down one from 
the Dodgers because he felt it would hamper 
his playing.) “It would depend on the offer,” 
he says, then adds with his boyish grin: “But 
let’s not talk about that now —I hate to 
imagine myself not playing baseball.” oe

MIDSUMMER FRUIT PASTRIES 


Here’s. something new in summer desserts — and 
something new in the way of serving them! This 
make-your-own version of fruit pastries is so delight- 
fully different that it will be talked about and copied 
by everyone who sees and tastes. We have used a 
three-tier Lazy Susan (above), but a similar service 
piece can be made with a chop plate, dinner plate 
and salad plate separated by small bowls. On the 
bottom shelf is walnut pastry cut in circles, squares 
or triangles — baked to flaky perfection: on the mid- 


dle shelf is a selection of fresh fruit — fluted sliced — 


bananas, pitted plums, sliced peaches, blueberries; 


on the top shelf is a bowl of sweetened whipped 
cream, flavored with orange or lemon,extract, and 
topped with three kinds of grated peel — orange, 
lemon and lime. Decorate with grape or ivy leaves. 
To make the pastries: Add 3 cup finely chopped 


_ walnuts to the contents of 1 package pie crust mix. 


Add water as directed on package of ntix. Roll out 
¥%%” thick. Cut with 3” cookie cutter into rounds, or 
into 4” squares, or triangles made by cutting squares 
in half from corner to corner. Bake at 425° from 12 
to 15 minutes. Makes about 12 pastries per package 
of mix. 


KITCHEN HINT: When serving prepared fruits that may darken on standing, such as banana slices. or 
peach slices, dip them in ice-cold water, add lemon juice and drain.

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How America 
Looks to Them 


In line with President Eisenhower's policy of “waging peace” to win 
the friendship of Southeast Asia, a group of leading citizens from 

10 nations in that part of the world were recently invited to visit 

the U. S. to see how Americans live. As guests of the U.S. National | 
Commission for UNESCO, they toured six cities, held frank 
exchanges with educators, bankers, businessmen, scientists, 

civic leaders. When their visit was Over PARADE interviewed them to 
get their impressions of America — and show us at the same time how 
we look to others. Here are some of their provocative comments. 


VIETNAM 


Dr. Nguyen Quang Trinh 
Rector, University of Vietnam 


“Although men tend in modern life to be 
more and more personal and tndepend- 
ent, we have noticed that Americans 
have more aptitude for grouping together 
than we had imagined. It is true that 
your young people enjoy a high degree 
of liberty too early in life and tend to 
rely less on the wisdom of their elders, 
but I have observed that Americans are 
as attached as we are to family tradi- 
tions. It did not seem to us that Ameri- 
cans are as cheerful and happy as we had 
expected them to be.” 


Professor, University of Dethi 


“India opposes Communism just as you 
do in the United States. But we would 
not consider joining military alliances to 
save our country from it. We believe that 
the best way to avoid Communism is to 
fight poverty and raise living standards, 
and thereby give our people an active 
and living faith in democracy. In India, 
we concentrate on domestic matters. The 
United States concentrates on the exter- 
nal menace. But our two countries are 
real democracies, and we belong on the 
same side of the street.” 


PAKISTAN 


Dr. M. M. Sharif 
, Islamia C 
“The popular Asiatic impression of 
America — derived mostly from movies 
— is that most Americans are gangsters 
or money-grasping people without ideals 
or spiritual interests. What we have seen 
here are men and women working hard 
for their livelihood, eager to learn and 
intent on social work. One is delighted 
to see the phenomenon of self-help, and 
the absence of distinctions between rich 
and poor in American youth. One is also 
deeply impressed by your achievements 
in the conquest of nature.” 


U lu Pe Win

“Love of freedom and respect for indi- 
vidual liberty are common bonds be- 
tween Burma and America, because of 
your Constitution and our Buddhism. 
And family happiness exists in both 
countries because of the equality of the 
sexes.

Is your child excitable or irritable, a bed- 
wetter or a stutterer, perhaps seriously dis- 
turbed? Maybe a “mood pill” will help him. 
In recent months, doctors have been treating 
youngsters with the tranquilizer drugs intro- 
duced four years ago to help adults over emo- 
tional pitfalls. Results to date are hopeful 
indeed. 

As you may know, the tranquilizers — re- 
serpine, chlorpromazine, meprobamate and 
other chemical compounds — first were tried 
on hospitalized mental cases and “normal” 
people overburdened with everyday problems 
(PARADE, Sept. 26, 1954). So popular have 
they proved that mood pills now rank third 
in prescription sales across the U. S. Adults 
spend about $100,000,000 a year for them. 

For children, a comparable road to pill- 
induced peace of mind may be opening up. 
In one study, infants as young as 7 weeks 
were relieved of excessive irritability. In 
others, infants with colic and chronic bed- 
wetters got pills; results as a whole were good, 
though some of the bed-wetters resumed that 
habit after treatment was stopped. 

“Nerves” (a general term familiar to the 
layman, if without medical standing) com- 
plicate a variety of childhood ailments. Mood 
pills relieved children thus troubled in some 
cases of skin and allergic illness, and others 
with migraine headaches and tics. Pills have 
also helped a limited number of youngsters 
with so-called temper tantrums. Work with 


Stutterers has been encouraging, but results 
are not in as yet. 

Among a few children*with epilepsy, mood 
pills have also prodficed beneficial results. 
One team of researchers found that pills tend 
to inhibit the emotional strains that set off 
epileptic attacks. In addition, the pills have 
helped some children who are mentally de- 
fective to overcome anxiety, depression and 
insomnia. 

Perhaps the biggest potential for such ther- 


apy lies with children who have serious emo- 


tional problems, but no physical illness. 
Several reports show marked improvement 
among boys and girls, ranging in age from 7 
to 15, who could not get along with class- 
mates or teachers. Tranquilizers also have 
been reported effective “even in very severe 
cases” of disturbed children in institutions. 
Some such children might never have been 
institutionalized at all, one doctor feels, if 
they had had mood pills early. 

Children are given tranquilizers ‘in liquid 
or pill form. If one of them is prescribed for 
your child, you can look for it to produce a 
quieting effect and a decrease of tension 
within a few days. (Reports thus far of so- 
called “side-effects” among children are 
scant.) You may well be as relieved by this 
as the child is. | 

All in all, mood pills may point the way to 
a new era for U. S. children — and their 
parents. a
